DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/05/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 08/05/2009 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 9-12 and 14-15 based upon 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shimomura et al. (US 5,21 0,298) and the rejection of claims 5, 7, 8 and 
1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being obvious over Shimomura et al. (US 5,21 0,298) in 
view of Cooke (GB-1 073856). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art references of record: Shimomura et al. 
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(US 5,210,298), Daniel et al. (WO/2004/013196; English equivalent US 2005/0245713 
is being relied upon), and Rust (US 3,615,627). 

The present invention is drawn to a method of preparing a polymer comprising 
(meth)acrylate salt units by a free-radical polymerization of a supersaturated aqueous 
solution comprising a (meth)acrylate salt and optionally a second monomer. 

Shimomura et al. discloses a method of preparing a copolymer comprising 
sodium acrylate and acrylic acid. The method is similar to the claimed method except 
that the reference is silent as to whether the monomer solution is supersaturated. The 
applicant has provided evidence, via a declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, showing that 
the prior art monomer solution is far from being supersaturated. 

Daniel et al. discloses a method similar to the claimed method. However, the 
monomer undergoing polymerization is either in the form of a normal aqueous solution 
or an aqueous dispersion. No suggestion is made of a supersaturated monomer 
solution. 

Rust discloses a polymerizable composition comprising a supersaturated 
aqueous solution of an acrylate salt. However, direct polymerization of said monomer 
solution is not taught. 

Of the three references, the former two are in the same field of endeavor with the 
claimed invention. However, there are no obvious reasons that would motivate one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the method of the prior art to arrive at the claimed 
method.
